ers read their lines. 

Dan Seymour, who was sta- 
tioned behind the lobby bar, ap- 
parently tending to his bar- 
keeping business, had threads 
fastened to his fingers and run- 
ning to a stack of glasses on the 
back bar, At the agreed signal 
from Director Huston, he pulled 
the glass ware crashing to the 
floor. 

The flopping shutters on the 
outside were manipulated by the 
same second assistant director 
that started the blind pulls to 
swinging before each scene.

“My name was usually Dick 
or Jack,” Bogart says. “Some- 
times we varied it, and I was 
called Horace.” 

This was in Bogart’s fledgling 
stage days, after he had decided 
that acting was easier and more 
profitable than stage-managing, 
and before he had discovered 
that his future lay in a gun and 
a grimace, “At that time,” he 
says, “I thought the only peo- 
ple who used guns were soldiers.” 

“IT put jarsful of pemade on 
my hair, slicked it back and 
tried to look like a 42nd Street 
version of Rudolph Valentino,” 
he continues. 

It was during this period that 
the actor got his first real role 
as the juvenile in a play called 
“Swifty”. His hair slicker and 
shinier than ever, Humphrey 
was really in the big-time now.
